_ of the Term, the Right Honoarable Anthony . Earl of 
 Shaftsbury,, William Lord Howard Baron of Eſcreik, 
Mr. Fobnu Willmor® and Mr. Edward Whittakar were 
_ brought from the Tower of Loxdon by' the Lieutenant 
and a Guard of Halberts, in order'to:their being Bailed, according to 
the Act of the Thirteenth of His preſent Majeſty, Whereupon, 
Mr. Wil;ams moved the Court in the bghalf of the Earl : and tatit- 
fied them, that Mr. Attorney General had been waited upon on that 
occaſion : when as the Warrant' of his Commitment for High 'Trea- 
fon, dated the Second of Fuly, was Read, and Ordered to be Filed. 
After which, his Lordſhip infiſted upon being ſet at Liberty, without 
giving in Bail ; ſaying, that he had had hard Meaſure, and had been 
..- talſly Scandaled, by having ſuch things. layed to his Charge. as he 
was altogether Ignorant of. But the Court declaring that they could 
not ſet him at Liberty without Giving Bail, his Lordſhip nomina- 
ted His Grace the Duke of Monmouth, Sir William Cooper, Sir Fokn 
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Sidaum and Frapcis Charlton Eſquire ; who were Bound leverally_in 
the penalty of Fifteen' Hundred Pounds a peice, and his Lordſhip. in 
- the Sum of Three Thouſand Pounds, to appear the Firſt Day of the 
next Term,-.and net todepart without leave of. theCourt.”* _7 4 
Next the Lord Hqward's' Warrant of Commitment for High Trea- 
| ſon wWistead, being Dated the Fourteenth of Fane, and Ordered to 
be Filed. His Lordſhip aliedged, that he ought to have had the Pe- 
_neiit of thelaſt Term, there being a Bill Preterred againſt him. But 
. the Court told him, they could take no noticevf that; by reaſon it 
was withdrawn. Then His Lordſhip named his Bail ; which were, 
the Right Honourable the Earl of Xent, the Lord Clare, the Lord 
Gray and the Lord /Zerbert : the Penal Sum being exactly as the for- 
mer...
